partment, even to pierce it, completely 
solved itself today within an hour. 

-. single bolt of truth hurled into 
the painfully-reared ‘structure of lies 
and evasions, beyond which it had 
been sought to hide the identity of 
principals in the case and the motives 
that prompted Charles W. Rigdon to 
shoot “Emma Deufex,” in the offices 
of John Fetzer last Friday afternoon, 
set the whole fabric crashing, and in 
the place where it had been there 
stood revealed the stark lights of an 
almost unparalleled tragedy \in real 
life. That single bolt of truth was the 
[publication this morning of the name, 
“Mrs. Young,”’ and the announcement 
that that was the real name of the 
woman lying in the shadow of death 
in St. Luke's Hospital, the victim of 
Rigdon’s pistol. 

The name struck at the heart of the 
mystery. It sent the house of cards 
rattling about the ears of the mbers 
of the conspiracy of silence, unsealed 
their lips and out the. whole 
truth, 

Tiluminated bythe disclosures of 
today, and relieved of their masks of 
fictitious names, the dramatis per- 
Sonae of the now-famous Rigdon trag- 
edy stands revealed as follows: 

Mrs. Corretta Young, the woman 
heretofore known as “Mrs. Emma 
Deufex,” now at St. Luke’s Hospital. 
She is a wealthy widow and is the 
step-daughter of an attaché of the 
Norwegian Embassy at Washington. 
Rigdon shot her because, after he had 
enriched her, she had deserted him. 
‘Her home in Chicago has been No. 617 
Foster avenue, Evanston. 

Miss Thresa Trojman is the “Mary 
Willson” of the tragedy. She is the 
half sister of Mrs. Young, a beautiful 
and cultivated girl, entirely innocent 
of any wrong-doing in the case ex- 
cept that she falsified about it to 
shield the wounded woman. Her home 
also is No. 617 Foster avenue, Evan- 
ston. 

John C. Fetzer, prominent Chicago 
financier. He was Rigdon’s business 
friend but Rigdon .distrusted and final- 
ly tried to kill him because he became 
possessed with a notion that he was 
his rival for Mrs. Young’s (“Mrs. Deu- 
fex’s’’) love. } 

Edward H. Petérs, former West Park 
Commissioner. He is Mr. Fetzer's 
partner and has no connection with 
the tragedy except that he tried to 
help conceal the facts that led up to 
the shooting. 

Harry Hedrick, the mysterious “Mr. 
Hedrick" of the telephone. He is the 
agent of B. H. Sheftel’s & Co., No. 190 
LaSalle street, and is a stock broker. 
He tried to shield Mrs. Young and Miss 
Trojman because they were friendless 
women in distress. 

W. A. Crooks, assistant to Mr. Hed- 
rick. He is the man to whom Mr. Hed- 
rick telephoned after the tragedy. 

Gustave A. Popplebaum, dealer in 
giass at No, 36 LaSalle street. An “in- 
nocent bystander,” pursued by Rigdon 
because an affair in which he was said 
to have been involved with a Mrs. 
Beach at the De. Johnge Hotel had led 
Rigdon to believe that he was his rival 
for the affections of Mrs. Young. 

Mrs. Annie Hawbecker Rigdon, wid- 
ow of the dead_man. She has no con- 
nection with the tragedy except that 
she was the wife of Rigdon. 

ABUSED HER. 


Rigdon shot Mrs. Young and killed 
himself because she refused to have 
anything more to do with’him. During 
the period of their friendship, he had 
alternately lavished his wealth upon 
her and abused her like a fiend. A 
few weeks before the tragedy she 
threatened to leave him. He pursued 
her and his chase finally ended in John 
Cc. Fetzer’s office last Friday. He 
begged her to return to him and she 
refused. Then he shot her and killed 
himself.

Several thousand stampeders 
to the Iditarod gold diggings wish they 
had taken along rubber boots or div- 
ing sults.

WHAT WHISKY? 


President Defined It, But Whisky Law- 
yers Are Going to Try it Out in 

Courts. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) | 
WASHINGTON, July 18.—The appli- 
cation of the supposedly final ruling 
of President Taft on what constitutes 
whisky may be suspended for some 
time as the result of the restraining 
order issued by Louisiana courts act- 
ing on a petition of representatives of 
the so-called whisky trust. 

The ruling reached the Treasury De- 
partment today and Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue Cabell immediately 
entered into consultation with Asst. 
Atty.-Gen. Fowler, representing the 
Department of Justice, which hes 
charge of the legal proceedings in in- 
ternal revenue matters. 


The attorneys contend that the gov- 
ernment has no right to dictate that 
whisky shall be made only from the 
Grain, that the Treasury Department 
discriminates in its rulings and that 
there is no reason why whisky made 
from sawdust, potato paring or any 
other such material should not be 
classed with whisky made‘from grain. 

The petitioners want the entire gov- 
ernment proceedings in the matter sus- 
pended pending a final determination 
of a test case instituted through the 
bill of equity in the Louisiana courts. 
The whole problem of “what is 
whisky” is, therefore again the matter

The game was placed on 
the back of a pack horse but the ani- 
r * bucked so hard that the carcass 
was thrown off and Hubbs had to ck 
the hundred odd pounds on his ck 
for four miles over a mountain trail. 
Hubbs says that on Sunday Le saw 
from forty to fifty hunters, and that 
there must have been fifteen at Barley 
Flats alone. 
Harold Browning. a Polytechnic 
High School boy, shot his first deer 
near the head of the Tujunga Cafion, 
just over the divide from the junction 
of the old Sturtevant trail and the 
West Fork of the San Gabriel River, 
and within a mile of Pine Flats, a jo- 
ecality well known to every hun ot 
deer in these parts. 
Rrowning, though only a youth, prob- 
ably is one of the best mountaineers 
in this section, having traversed with- 
in the last few years practically every 
trail in the Angeles Forest Reserve. 
With Wesley French and Ernest Hew- 
itt, he left camp at the head of the 
Tujunga at 4 o'clock Friday morning, 
and 8 o'clock, on one of the ridges, he 
encountered his game, bringing It down 
at the first shut. The scene of the 
killing two miles from camp, on 4 
precipitous mountain side covered with 
brush. It was the first deer he ever 
had killed—his first shot, and bly 
the first of the season—but the plucky 
youth packed the carcass—a “spike” 
that weighed seventy-five pounds—for 
more than a mile down the wall of the 
ecafion, where he dressed it and hung 
it in an oak tree to await the coming 
of help which he summoned from camp. 
Browning packed the better part of 
his trophy to Slerra Madre, yesterday 
and from there sent the venison to 
friends in Los Angeles, returning at 
once to join his friends at Pine Fats, 
twenty-five miles back over the trail. 
from which point the hunt will be 
continued today. 
Indications in the Tujunga and in 
the vicinity of Pine Flats are that 
deer are plentiful in that section. John 
Grand, the United States Forest Rang- 
er stationed at the junction of the 
West Fork, Sturtevant and Pine Flats 
trails, said yesterday that he never 
before had seen so many deer hunters 
in that section. One hundred and fif- 
ty nimrods had passed his cabin up to 
Sunday night. Among the first to go 
into the back country, headed for 
Pine Flats, Buckhorn, Chillea and Rar- 
ley Flats, were D. W. Coyle, Clyde 
Barnhart and Cooper brothers, all ex- 
periencea hunters. 
Tracks of deer were seen far down 


a few miles of Sierra Madre, while 
in the interior, fifteen and twenty miles 
back, the trails and the edges of 
streams were covered with tracks. 
There were few indications of mountain 
lions, though the footprints of many 
a were seen in the wake of the 
eer. 

Mountain quafl are plentiful in the 
West Fork and Tujunga country, and 
they see'a to be very tame—due to the 
fact that they are wholly protected by 
the law, which is inforced rigorously 
by the many game wardens scattered 
through the interior. Few doves are 
seen in the back country. 

One of the biggest rattlesnakes of the 
summer season was killed by Browning 
on the Sturtevant trail, within three 
miles of Sierra Madre. It measured 
three feet and had nine rattles.

Evangelist Renigs and Gets 
| the Icy Fist. 


Spurns Disciples’ Gold endl 
Will Go It Alone. 


Denounces - Offer as from 
the Devil. 


Somewhat unique in evangelistic ne- 
gotiations is an offer that was made 
to Evangelist L. H. Koepsel by the 
Missionary Board of the Christian 
Churches of Southern California. Un- 
der date of July 13, F. W. Emerson, 
secretary of the board, wrote to Mr. 
Koepsel in the following terms: 

“I am authorized to say to you that 
we will send you a check for $50, on 
condition that you keep entirely out 
of both fields hereafter, and that all 
relationship, either implied or under- 
stood, with our board, shall come to 
an end. This proposition is absolute, 
and we mean by ‘keeping out of the 
field,” to not even continue by corre- 
spondence, the stirring up of strife 
and setting of the elements of the 
ehurch against each other in Re- 
dondo.” 

To go back to the beginning, it ap- 
pears that Mr. Koepsel came here 
from St. Louis some time ago for the 
benefit of his health, and entered into 
negotiations with the Disciples Church 
of Redondo, for holding revival mect- 


: ings at that piace. A tent wads erect- 


ed for him, and he began his nightly 
quest for souls, preaching eloquently 
to the large crowds that gathered in 
the tent. 

All went well until it dawned upon 
a portion of his audience that Mr. 
Koepsel was not preaching the gospel, 
as they understood it. The question 
arose among them as to whether he 
was preaching ‘‘repentance before 


baptism,” or “baptism before repent- 
ance,” and upon this rock the disciples | 


of Koepeel split. 
THE TENT DISAPPEARS. 

According to Koepsel, one day he 
was summoned to the bedside of a sick 
sister, necessitating his absence for 
several days from Redondo, and when 
he returned, behold, the tent it was 
not. 

The orthodox portion of his flock 
charged him with unscriptaral teach- 
ings, and concluded that the best 
way to end the engagement was to 
remove the tent, and forthwith it was 
removed. 

Koepsr! gathered together the fac- 
tion that agree’ with him, and at- 
tempted to continue the meetings in 
a hall, and had, in the meantime, 
also begun a work of evangelism at 
Inglewood, but the tide was set 
strong against him and he had to 
give up. 

He attempted to justify himself with 
the missionary board of the church, 
which has oversight of the work, and 
wrote to the effect that there was an 
obligation between them which should 
not be thus unceremoniously broken 
off. It was this letter that brought 
the offer of $50 if he would quit the 
ficid. 

In his letter of July 13, the secretary 
further set forth that petitions had 
been received from both Redondo and 
Inglewood, asking that he be not re- 
turned, denying any financial obliga- 
tion whatsoever. 

“While the members of the board 
feel that there was really no financial 
obligation,” says the secretary, .“‘they 
do feel that because of your expecta- 
tion, there is a moral obligation in- 
volved.” 

it was on the strength of this “moral 
obligation” that the offer of $5 was 
made to Mr. Koepsel. on condition 
that he eliminate himself entirely from 
the field. 

His reply te the secretary's letter was 
an indignant refusal to accept the pay- 
ment of $59, accompanying the refusal 
with several pages of rather “warm” 
recriminations against the board and 
its secretary. 

TAKES BIG MONEY. 

“You count yourselves very cheap,”

The 
victory is already theirs and it is only 
a question of time when the agitators 
will call off their dupes and leave Los 
Angeles in disgust. 

The Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association has accomplished wonders 
in thwarting the frenzied attacks of 
tne striking brewery workers. The 
owners have reported to Secretary 
Zeehandelaar that their business is 
better than ever before and that the 
plants ate fully manned. 
Zeehandelaar is confident that the 
present industrial disturbance will be 
eventually settled tn favor of the em- 
ployers and that the laborites will re- 
ceive a blow which will end their ef- 


forts at domination.

The Police Commission indorsed Guy 
Eddie’s liquor ordinance and Guy 
Eddie's appeal for another vote of the 
peopie on the anti-dice shaking ordi- 
nance last night. In one case Eddie 
is the victim of the Council's fear of 
political consequences, and in the oth- 
er the commission is the victim of Ed- 
die's ignorance, 

The new liquor ordinance has been 
complete for many weeks, but was 
held up pending the $35,000 Plant- 
Works election, because it was feared 
it might stampede the liquor allies 
of the Good Government perty. Since 
then the Council has dodged it every 
chance, even ignoring Eddie two weeks 
ugo, when he sought to call attention 
to it and gain a hearing in the com- 
mittee of the whole. ~ 

The Police Commision was rather 
hot last night and directed that a let- 
ter be sent to the Council urging im- 
mediate action on it, or at least the 
portion arming the police to break up 
the numerous blind pigs operating as 
social clubs. 

In indorsing Eddie's letter on dice 
shaking, the initiative ordinance 
against which was overwhelmingly 
beaten at the last city election, the 
commission lent itself to the Eddie 
blunder that no action may be taken 
without a vote of the people. The or- 
dinance was presented last fall by 
Nathan Newby, through an initiative 
petition, and as it was defeated the 
Council retains its power to legisiate 
aa it pleases. All the commission had 
to do Was to urge the Counc!! to pass 
the Newby ordinance or any other, ag 
no vote of the people is needed.

The title to the property upon which 
is Iécated the new Federal bujiding;

The State, through Deputy Dist.- 
Atty. Shaw, has cast a cloud upon the 
property, which the government pur- 
chased from the heirs of John G. Dow- 
ney, and an effort is now being made 
to clear up the title. i 

Downey died, March 1, 1894, leaving as 
a part of his estate a valuable piece 
of land north of Temple street and 
bounded by Spring and New High 
streets. The death of heirs caused 
shares of the property to pass through 
several hands until! it was all owned by 
Mrs. Eleanor Martin, who is prominent 
in San Francisco society. J. Downey 
Harvey, Peter D. Martin, Walter 8. 
Martin and Genevieve Good Riley. 

They disposed of it at a good figure 
to the government, as a site for the 
new postoffice. The records at that 
time showed that they were able to 
give a clear titie to it. Shaw learned 
that no inheritance tax had been paid 
by the estate of Jowney, and com- 
menced suit to collect it.

In her «answer and cross-complaint, 
Mrs. Heron alleges that Heron unjust- 
ly caused her to be sent to the asylum 
when she was sane, declaring that he 
first gave her a “tonic,” then asked 
her to go out driving, and caused her 
to be placed in a cell at the County 
Hospital. 

She alleges that she has property 
valued at $10,000, part of it being a 
residence at. No. 338 West Jefferson 
street, and avers that the property 
has a rental value of $75. He rented 
it, she states, to N. Wallace Warman 
for $25 a month, with the understan.J- 
ing that he would take his pay in 
lodging. Warman is the new party 
injected into the action.
